A petition was presented to the 
BOD with 450 signatures asking 
for opposition to any ‘“‘stadium” 
and asked the Board of Directors 
to “appropriate the money to 
some academic area.’’ 

False Assumption 

Enos pointed out the argument 
of the opposition to the obtaining 
of seating facilities was based on 
a false assumption that if the 
money was not spent for seating 
facilities it could be spent else- 
where on this campus. 

“This assumption 
false,’’ he said. 

One student recommended to 
the BOD that the petition be} 
declared ‘‘null and void since it 
wholly misrepresents the issue 
and contains gross error and mis- 
information."’
